whelming Endorsation, 


Never before in the history of the City of Edmonton have the 
cleetors spoken in such clear and emphatic tones as in yesterday’s 
municipal election. Ten thousand voters went to the polls and abso- 
lutely vindicated the fight made by W. T. Henry and the six alder- 
manic candidates supporting him for a clean city and a business ad- 
ministratioi. Ten thousand electors voted and more than eight 
thousand endorsed the long and bitter fight the Bulletin has made 
against Tammany and for a elean city, morally, financially and in 
its business affairs. 

Never before in the City of Edmonton has any candidate for 
mayor been elected by such overwhelming majorities. Never before 
has a group of aldermanie candidates been endorsed by such clean 
cut pluralities. And never before has sucha stern rebuke been given 
io any set of men as thai which represented -the Tammany organiza- 
tion in this fight. 

Do the people of Edmonton want a clean city? Let the figures 
speak for themselves. W. Tl. Henry, elected by a vote of 8021 over 
J. W. Adair with 1964, a majority of more than 6,000 votes. W. T. 
Tenry elected for the balance of this year over W. J. McNamara by 
almost as large a majority. Ramsey, Williamson, Frith, Picard, Me- 
arthur and/Calder, the complete Henry ticket, eleeted by such tre- 
mendous pluralities that Alderman Calder, lowest of the six, is a 
clear 1,500 votes ahead of A. M. McDonald, the highest of the de- 
feated candidates, 

By four o'clock yesterday afternoon it began to be pretty clear 
that Mr. Henry was elected by a substantial majority. And when 
the polls closed at eight o’clock last night the prediction was freely 
made that Mr. Henry and his entire ticket would be elected by a big 
vote. This conclusion was reached by the fact that in the east end 
polls,—in polls where Tammany always has made its strongest stand 
in the past—little more than half the vote polled last year had come 
im while the west end and south side polls had been literally swamped 
with voters. And even in the east end polls, Tammany workers freely 
adinitted shortly before eight o'clock that the vote was pretty evenly 
divided. 

Mr. Adair’s campaign committee conceded the election to Mr. 
Henry early in the afternoon, but they placed Mr. Henry’s majority 
at about three hundred votes, just 5,557 short of the actual mark. 

The expectation of the campaign managers for the Adair ticket 
was that. A. M. MeDonald and Joseph Driscoll would head the poll. 
They did, after the six aldermen on the Henry ticket had been elect- 
ed by ¢omfortable majorities.

RUSSIANS AND FRENCH 


HELPING BALKANS 


Again 
Crossed Frontier Into Bos- 
nia, Says Report 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

ROME, Dec. 14. tcth french and 
Russian intantry are fighting in the 
armies of Servia and Montenegro, ac- 
cording to a despatch from Prague 
to the Giornale d'Italia. 

A despatch from Cettinje declares 
that the Montenegrin army has again 
crossed the frontier into Bosnia and 
again occupied for several miles the 
railway line which runs trom Vishe- 
grad to Sarajevo, having captured the 
former town, taking a number of 
prisoners and q quantity of food and 
clothing, 

At three different times since the 
war began it has been reported Rus- 
sian troops have been sent to heip 
the Servians. In the latter part of 
November a despatch from Sofia to 
London said fifteen Russian regi- 
ments had made the trip by boat up 
the Danube, through KRoumania and 
between Roumania and Bulgaria to 
the Servian border. Ten days ago the 
Central News correspondent at Am- 
sterdam forwarded a report from 
Berlin that transports, conveyed by 
French and British ships, had landed 
troops at Antivarie, on the Montene- 
grin coast. It was later asserted, al- 


though without apparent authority, 
that these troops were Russians who 
had made the long journey by sea

GERMANS THINK

The Daily Mail has received the 
following despatch from its corres- 
pondent at Rotterdam: “An inform- 
ant who has been travelling through 
Belgium tells me the Germans are 
most astonished and impressed by the 
reports of the British soldiers going 
home for short holidays to rest. 

“There is now only one submarine 
at Zeebrugge and that has been badly 
damaged by the bombardment by the 
allied fleet. As there were four in 
the harbor recently it would seem 
they had been able to slip out, which 
would mean that the Germans have 
1epaired the sluice gstes. These may 
bave been the craft which attacked 
Dover on Thursday.”

More Than 500 Polish Towns Ruined 

More than 500 Polish have 
been ruined, according to various ac- 
counts from the correspondents, Both 
armies accuse the other of; looting 
and cruelty. The flight of the civil- 
ians from Lodz was one of the most 
tragic episodes of the war, while one 
correspondent pictures the fate of 
Kalisz as a repetition of Louvain, with 
the siaughter of 400 civillans and the 
sacking of the city. 

A distressing feature of the fight- 
ing in Poland is the blood kindred 
pitted against one another, There 
are several hundred thousand Poles 
in the Russian ranks and several hun- 
dred thousand more in the ranks of 
the Germans and Austrians. 

Germans Claim Gain 

The Germans claim a distinct gain 
in their position in northern Poland, 
although they are not belleved to be 
as near to Warsaw as the report last 
week indicated, On the other hand 
the Russians announce a stragetic 
elignment of their forces In that fleld 
which strengthens their position, In 
a late report tonight the Austrians

French Offic'al Report Says Nothing of Importance Has Occurred 
Between the Sea and the Oise—Enemy's Batteries on Heights 
of Meuse Moved Back—Servians Captured 28,000 Prisaners. 


Paris, Dec. 14, 244 p.m—The 
French official communication given 
out in Paris this afternoon reads as 
tollows: 

“Ther has been nothing of im- 
portance to report between the sea 
and the Oige. 

“In the region of the Aisne to the 
northwest of Soupier the enemy bom- 
barded violefitly our entrenchments. 
We replied and demolished his posi- 
tions. There were no infantry at- 
tacks from one side or the other, Our 
artillery destroyed an important field 
work of the enemy in the vicinity of 
Ailles. 

“In the Argonne, at the forest of Le 
Grurie, we have made slight porgress 
by the use of mines. There wer no 
attacks from the enemy. 

“On the heights of the Meuse there 
has been violent cannonading. Bat- 
terles of the enemy would appear {9 
have been moved to positions further 
north. 

“In the Woevre district, after hav- 
ing ocupied a line of entrenchments 
along a front of 500 yards in the 
forest De La Montagne, our troops 
repulsed two violent counter attacks. 

“In Alsace our advance has 
brought our front to a line that passes 
i125 yards to the north of Steinbach, 
thence to Pont D'Aspach and thence 
to Pont De Brinighoefen, 1,300 yards 
to the west of Eglingen. 

“Servia—During the days cf De- 
cember 10, 11 and 12, the enemy con- 
tinued to retire along the whole front. 
The Servian advance guards have pro- 
ressed as far as Vetiji and Bosniak, 
in the direction of Shabats and = as 
far as Zaviaka, in the direction = of 
Lozeaica. During their retreat the 
Austrians sbandoned.s many trophies 
of war. From thé time the Servians 
resumed the offensive up to December 
11 inelusive, the number of prison- 
ers made by the Servians reaches 
rs,o00, The Servians captured v4 
cannons and 44 machine 


“Montengro—After two days of 
fighting Montenegrin forces have ca}- 
tured Vishnegrad and driven the Aus- 
trians back to the other side of the 
river Drina.’
